Down at the bottom of the wholo fail-
ura lies the nervousness of Warden Durs-

uncertainty and dreepd. My only fegret
is thnt the publie, who, as the ultimute
court of appeal, must pass judgment on
the result, do not seem to take this phase
of the vasecnough into consideration,
Eleetrocution may not be a perlect
method for disposing of murderers, bt
that is not the question.

is overy evidenes that he knew nothing
of his surroundings from the instant the
fivst curvent passed throagh his frame.
One serious error probubly was thad, in
the goneral anxiety to avoid ascent of
horror, the armngenents were oo enn-
plex.  Mr. Edison expressed this very
well when he snid that the eriminal
ought to be made simply to lay hold of »
surchurged wire willh both hands, as
the victime of the elecriclight ippar-
atus do now and then by aceldent,  The
skull cap and the spinal attachment, and
alltherestof the involved mechanism,
ropresented o grest waste of inventive
CHUrErY.

If the conrts will but do theie duty, we
shall soon lesrn more about the eflect-
iveness of “electrocution” than we know
now. Thara ave several criminals await-
ing death in New York state; and in
esch sucotssive cuse, il the law is per-
mitted to take its ¢ourse, we ought to
el better results, through incrensing
familinrity with the conditions. The
danger is, however, that judgos whose
interferance is besought will be tempted
to listen tothe clamor of a few noisy
conservatives and decide agalnst putling
any more men to death by the applica-
tion of eh,-utricit.i'. There are people
wlho oppose everything that savors of
{n-ugre.«s. They hald [ast to the
wam and rope becanse those implements
NAVE LA e sinctloo of use by two Buag.
lish-speaking nations for several genera-
tions, justas they fight against crema-
tion because Abraham burled his wife,
wnd  against public baths beeause the
Lusty Spartans never washad themselves,
The Kemmler eplsode, as I said some
time ago, has solved no problem, but
that is because it was 4 fir<t experiment
and unguestionably  fanlty in several
meticulars,  There wias certainly nothe
ing abouwr it that necl frighten us off
from further trials in the same direction,
Perhaps the next one will bear better
fruit.
